there might be many reaſons given why the 


Godly ought to be patient in ſuffering of 
wꝛongs, but J ſhalname buf a few to pou, ts 
give pou ſome latisfaſtion in this point. 

1. They bear the ſlander andr h of 
wicked men patiently,becauſe they ak falſe, 
and ſo do not belong to them. Diogenes was 
wont to ſay when the peoplemockt him, they 
deride me, yet I am not derided; 1am nor 
the man they take me tor. Jf a rich man be 
called po, oʒ a ſound Chyziſtian an hypccrite, 
he ſlights it, he laughs at it, becauſe js know⸗ 
eth the ſame to be falſe , and his accuſer is 
miſtaken A god conſcience is not put eut 
of countenance with falſe accuſations of lan» 
derous tongues. Innocence and Patience are 
two royal Bucklers ſufficient to abate the 
repulſe ofa ſtrong charge: the bzcaft-plate 
of righteouſneſs , and the bzazen wall of a 
god Conſcience, fear not the miſchief of the 
greateſt wozldly Cannons. 

2. The ſecond Reaſon why the godly bear 
afflictions patiently is, becauſe it is moze 
laudable to fozgive than to revenge. It's our 
Daviours own command Forgive your ene- 
mics, blelsthem that curſe you. In taking re. 
venge, a man is but even with his enemp, but 
in paſſing over an injury thou art his ſupe- 
A 4 riour, 
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rioz, What is the reaſon of the miſtake of 
he wicked men of the wozid, who judge Job 
a fol, and count David a coward. foz their 


humble patience; This is the difference, 


theirs was the faith and patience of the 
ſaints, here is the infidelity and impatience 
of finners, whom the Devil hath bewitched 
to glozy in their ſhame, 

3, MAhy Gods people endure afflictions 
with much patience is, becauſe that by ſuffer» 
ing, many times they do pꝛedent much ſuffer 
ing. If a wiſe man contend with a fool, ſaith 


” Solomon,whetherhebe angry ot laugh,there 


is no MN, Prov. 29 9. Whereas gentle ſpœch 
appeaſeth w2ath, & patience bzidleth the ſe. 
cret pꝛatling of mockers, and blunteth the 
point of their repꝛoach. Had not Gideon lear 
ned to fpeak fair, as well as to ſmite, he had 
found wozk enough from theſwozd of Joſcphs 
ſons, but his god Wozds are as vicozious as 
bis \wozd , his pacifying of friends better 
than his cxeeution of enemies. 

4. The godly man ſuffers patiently, becauſe 
he knoweth that his fins do deſerve a farre 
greater puniſhment than is laid upon him: 
godly man loketh not ſo much on the puniſh: 
ment as on the cauſe of it which is ſin:a god- 
Ip man wil confeſs himſelf to be the chiefeſt 
of all ſinners, & therefoze the greateſt affli⸗ 
ctions 02 puniſhment that can come upon any

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one, it doth not undeſervedly come upon him, 


This we may conclude, that the greateſt ene- 
mies we have in this wozlv, nap Satan the 
pztnce of the air, can ds nothing to ys with: 
cut the permiſſion of our Peavenly Father, 
and therefoze let us with patience willingly 
laboz to kep up our ſelves above water, not 
truſting in any wiſe to our own ſtrength, but 
lap all our confidence upon the Chouldvrs of 
him that is able; yea end willing to ſuppozt 
ue, even the Lozd Yeſus Chꝛiſt, who hath pꝛo⸗ 
miſed to lap no moze upon his childzen than 
he will enable them to bear. 

5 Let us bear patiently what the LInd is 
pleaſed to tapupon us, becauſe by ſo doing our 
ſufferings art made [wert, and we ſhall re- 
ceive koʒ them many comfoztable Bleſſings, 
Satan and the wozld may take many things 
from us, as thep did from Job, both health, 
wealth, childzen, friends, & all cut ward com⸗ 
fozts fs2 a ſeaſon, but they can never take Sd 
from us who gives all, and at the ſame time 
ſupplies the want ok theſe with comfoxts far 
ſurpaſſing and tranſcent ing all other come 
fozts: therekoze in the midft of miſery let us 
ſay with ] b, Bleſſed be the name of thel ord, 
And further foz thy encouragement , know 
that the I o2d hath pzomiſed to be with a chzi⸗ 
ſfian in tribulation: this the Scripture holds 
forth in ſeveral examples, which J nowfo2s, 
bear to mention. 5 Type 
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6, The godly ſincere-hearted Chziſtian 
doth patiently bear what the Lozd laps upon

it. If you forgive men their treſpaſſes (ſaith

Having thus b2iefly given pou an example 
out of the Old Teſtament. of the admirable” -.

ſubmit to his will, J ſhall yet further ſet 
foꝛth this glozious Gem in that never to be 
fozgottcn Pattern of Patience, the Lozd Je- 
ſus Chꝛiſt: but J ſhall be bziek in it, becauſe 
the Scripture doth ſufficiently ſet fozth the 
truth thereof.

Pe was called of his enemies 
Conjurer, Sanaritane, ine bibber, was 
ſcoft at, and ſcozned, ſcourged, crucified, and 
What not: Pea he ſuffered in everp place and 
part, be ſuffered hunger in the deſart, he was 
reſiſted in the Temple, he was ſozrowful in 
the Garden, he was repꝛoached in the Judges 
ment- hall, and crucified without the City;in 
ever part he (uffer'd;his e yes run down with 


tears, and his temples with blod ; his eve 
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received many buffets, they gave him gall 4 
vinegar to dzink, they ſpit in his face, plated ' 
his head with thozns , his hands with nails, 
and his ſide with a ſpear , his heart was full 
of ſozrow, and his foul with anguilh, pea his 
whole body was crucified upon the Croſs fo 
our fins, and in his ſufferings we cannot but 
take notice of his affections to por ſinners, he 
ſuffered willingly and patient ly, he deſcended 
to take our fleſh, that we might aſcend to 
take his Kingdome: he deſcended to be cruct-+ 
fied,that we might aſcend to be glozified ; he 
deſcended into hell, that we might aſccud up 
to heaven. O with what admirable patience 
Did he ſuffer ! He was opp2eſſed and affliced,

There are ſeveral grounds of Comfozt to
